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ARCHITECT and GOVERNMENT 
COMMITTEE MEETS 


Methods of combatting bureaucratic 
encroachment were discussed by members 
of the AIA Committee on the Architect 
and Government during a recent Washing- 
ton meeting. It was decided that the ex- 
isting file of chapter reports on the subject 
that is maintained at AIA headquarters 
should be carefully categorized and cross- 
indexed for easier use in combatting en- 
croachment in its various forms; and that 
a concerted effort be made to collect all 
available case histories from the chapters 
to add to that file. 


To ascertain what procedures are cur- 
rently used at state and local levels in 
procuring architectural services for public 
work, a survey is to be undertaken. Pur- 
pose of the committee’s program is to 
make possible an up-to-date and complete 
file which will be available to any chapter 
upon request. This, of course, can be ac- 
complished only if chapters comply with 
the committee’s request to send in reports 
of how such situations have been handled 
in their own areas. Eventually it is hoped 
to compile a comprehensive manual on the 
subject of bureaucratic encroachment. 


In other actions the committee endorsed 
a bill known as the "Anti-Government 
Competition Act" (S. 1003) proposed by 
Senator McClellan (D. Ark.); reaffirmed 
the Institute's present policy encouraging 
AIA participation and leadership in repre- 
sentative construction industry groups.

This presentation consists in three 
houses identifiable as three distinct steps 
toward a truly contemporary approach to 
residential architecture; contemporary in 
this instance being interpreted as the full- 
est utilization of present day methods and 
materials, ideally resulting in a building 
which is not a machine for living, but 
neither is it a counterpart of life in a 
different period. 

Having no Louis Sullivan to dun a 
*form ever follows function" doctrine in 
the minds of clients or Frank Lloyd 
Wright productions to visually illustrate 
the effieacy of such a doctrine, we are 
forced to take midget steps before we can 
take giant steps. Thus, the three houses 
shown here. 

STEP NO. 1—A house at Rollinsford, 
New Hampshire for Mr. and Mrs. Gran-

This could be called a ranch house witl 
a New England accent, retaining th 
cupola and the dovecote along with th 
long, low silhouette, roof overhangs, plaij 
chimney, planting box and above averag' 
fenestration areas. 

In plan a most comfortable house, tak 
ing full advantage of view and sunligh 
with maximum privacy. 

STEP NO. 2.—4 house at Somersworth 
New Hampshire for Mr. and Mrs. John H 
Beamis, Raymond Le Houllier, Genera 
Contractor, Somersworth, New Hampshire 

A steep, narrow lot, zoning restriction 
and space requirements were primary fac 
tors for this house. Added to these wa 
the location in a settled residential are 
where the houses were mainly built mor 


han thirty years ago. The carport and 
boreh flanking the garage were natural 
butgrowths of the need for breadth, and 
inder the circumstances, quite economical. 

During the construction period we were 
fforded some amusement by the rumors 
hat they were building a new store in the 
niddle of a residential area. 

An interesting and livable house well 
dapted to the terrain and its surround- 
ngs. 

STEP NO. 3—A house at Dover Point, 
New Hampshire for Mr. and Mrs. Ray- 
mond M. Hamilton, Maleolm H. Мас- 
Dougall, General Contractor, Newfields, 
New Hampshire. 

A happy blending of materials and 
nethods resulting in a house with a 
pacious feeling and extremely comfort- 
ie. The exposed roof structure, and

triple duty roof planks enhance the spa- 
ciousness yet are truly economical. 

This house, although not in any way 
extreme, is a prime example of the argu- 
ment that with careful choice of materials 
and methods residential construction costs 
can be lowered considerably. The house 
was completed in January of this year 
and the total cost per square foot, includ- 
ing architect’s fees, was only $9.55, 
against an area average for houses of 
this size and quality of conventional con- 
struction of from $12.00 to $14.00 per 
square foot. 

Edwin I. Kimball of Newmarket was the 
plumbing and heating contractor, and the 
electrical contractor was L. E. Mayrand 
Electric Company of Dover. Building 
materials were supplied by The Diamond 
Match Company of Dover.
